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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims as presently presented would be 
rejected under the same references used in the office action mailed 12/22/2008. Applicants argue that the present invention provides 
unexpected results and point to Tables 1 and 2 of the instant specification in order to further their point. However, the results from the table 
are not commensurate with the scope of the claims. For example, the rust preventatives recited in Table 1 are very specific rust 
preventatives. Also, these rust preventatives are present in very specific amounts in the inventive examples but the range as recited in 
amended claim 1 is from 0.2 to 10 mass%. Also, the amount of diurea thickener in the inventive examples is between 12 to 24 wt% 
wherein claim 1 recites an amount from 5 to 35 mass%. These are some of the reasons why the claims as presently presented are not 
allowable ove rthe prior art presented in the previous office action. The drawings filed on 9/6/2006 were received and are accepted.
